ABOUT PROROGATION. 


The recent arbitrary and unwarranted proro- 
gation of the Northwest assembly by proclama- 
tion of the lieutenant-governor came as a sur- 


prise and disappointment to all residents of the | 


Territories who take even a moderate interest 
in the administration of public affairs. To say 
that such action was unconstitutional and un- 
heard of is to state the case mildly. It is the 
most extreme and determined attack upon po- 
pular rights that has ever been made since the 
Territories were given any form of local govern- 
ment. 
have been held in the past as to the extent of 
the lieutenant-governor’s prerogative or the 
measure of financial control possessed by the 
representatives of the people, the absolute right 
of the council or assembly to pass such legisla- 
tion as the majority might please—subject only 
to the governor-general’s yveto—had hitherto 
never been questioned, It was left for our 
present lieutenant-governor, advised by his 
present executive, to destroy the legislative 
work of a whole session—a session which had 
been called at a particularly early date on ac- 
count of the important and urgent business 
coming before it, and which had transacted the 
greater part of that business in a particularly 
prompt, careful and eflicient manner. In a 
country of such vast extent, varied features, 
widely separated settlements and rapid growth, 
it is inevitable that a large amount of legisla- 
tion should be necessary from year to year. If 
it were not so there would be no need to sum- 
mons the assembly once every year, at a cost to 
the public treasury of not less than $20,000, to 
say nothing of other expenses. To say that 
after this necessity had been acknowledged ‘to 
exist for ten years past, after the expense had 
been incurred and the work done, that the 
expense should be rendered useless and the 
work of none effect simply at the wish or whim 
of one man, is to say that local legislation in 
and for the Northwest is simply a farce, and 
absolutely without meaning. While there may 
be some who, for their own ends, would like to 
make it so, there are few who wish the country 
well, who desire that it should prosper and who 
wish to see such legislation as will aid in its 
prosperity, who will agree that this should be 
done. Matters of grave import have been com- 
mitted to the care of the assembly and upon the 
way they are dealt with depends to a great ex- 
tent the welfare of the ‘Territories, Civil jus- 
tice, educational affairs, municipal matters, ter- 
ritorial atfairs generally, public works, the rais 
ing of revenue and providing for its expenditure 
have all been placed, so far as an act of parlia- 
ment can place them, under the contro! of the 
Northwest assembly, and yet by the improper 
and partizan use of his prerogative, the lieuten 
ant-governor has defied and set at nought the 
expressed will of the majority of the assembly 
representing the majority of the people on the ee 
matters.

BY-LAW No 25. 


A by-law further to amend by-law No, 8. 
The Mayor and Council of the Municipality of the Town 


| of Edmonton, in council assembed enact as follows: 


' 1, Section 3 of by-law No. 8, is hereby amended by 
| adding efter the words “remove it” the words ‘for cause 
| it to be removed.” 
| 2. The said by-law is further amended by inserting 
| therein the following additional sections in the places in- 
dicated by the numbers prefixed to them: 
8a. All house offal, whether consisting of animal or 
vegetable matter shall be placed in barrels or other suit- 
lable vessels; and noashes, filth or other matter which 
would prevent such house offal from being useful as food 
for pigs, shall be mingled therewith; and such’ barrels or 
other vessels shall be kept in some place from which it 
| can be easily removed therefrom, 

3d. Hereafter no privy shall be constructed, having as 
a receptacle merely an excavacion in the ground; but all 
| privies shall be constructed with a suitable box or boxes 
; Which can be conveniently withdrawn, emptied and re- 
| placed or shall be otherwise so constructed that there 
| can be no Soakaye from the receptacle through the ad- 
/jacent soiland that the receptacle can be conveniently 
| emptied and cleansed, 
| 8c. Within six months after eee of this by-law 

all now existing privies shall be made to conform to the 
requirements of the next preceeding section hereof, 

4a, No person shall remove or carry in or through any 
highway, street, lane, ally, by-way or public place any 
swill, house offal, or any Offensive matter, unless such 
person be the owverer occupier of the premises from 
which such matter is being removed or unless such person 
and the mode of removal shall have been expressly 
; authorized by the standing committee on health and 
relfef. 

4b, No person shall engage inthe business of privy 
cleaning or be permitted to remove night soil unless he 
shall have first submitted his appliances for carrying on 
his business for the inspection and approval of the stand- 
ing committeee on health and relief, and shall bay: 
obtained a certificate to that effect. 

4c. No night soil shall be removed from any premises 
except between the hours of I] o’clock p. m. and 5 o'clock 
a.m, 

4d, No person engaged in the business of cleaning 
privies or removing night soil, or removing house offal 
or yard refuse shall charge more than the following rates: 
For removal of night-soil from privies constructed with 
a box or boxes, any quantity not exceeding one load, $1.00 
Where the privy is constructed on any other system 

for the same quantity, 

For removal of yard refuse, not exceeding one load, 
For removing house offal when the sauce is kept in 
barrels, 3 barrels, or less, 

Over 3 barrels, up to6, which shall be considered a 

full load, 

7a. Hereafter no person shall use or occupy any 
slaughter house or building or premises for the purpose 
Wkilling therein, unless the same be at least 500 yards 
distant fromany building nsed as a dwelling house. 

Tb. Noanimal shall be killed or slaughtered except 
in a suitable slaughterhouse or other building or premises 
specially adapted for the purpose; but this provision 
shall not apply in the case of pigs.

Calgary Tribune: ‘In Alberta the feeling is 
strong that the session has simply been wasted, 
owing to the inconsiderate ambition of three or 
four members. This feeling is growing every 
day, and the only thing that will satisfy the

country is another appeal to the country. 


Montreal Star: Still the Leader sees the 
danger present in the equal state of the parties; 
and most righteously opposes a proposal that 
the sum of $90,000 lying in the Territorial trea- 
sury, to be expended on roads and bridges, be 
equally divided among the members to spend 
how, when and where they please. Such a 
flagrant breach of common decency as_ this 
would go far to prove that the Territories were 
not fit as yet to be entrusted with the manage- 
ment of their own finances. 


Calgary Herald : ‘‘They appear to have full 
swing under the Dominien and Territorial laws, 
unembarrassed by anything in the shape of 
estimates approved by the assembly. It seems 
scarcely possible that the four members of the 
executive could thus summarily dispense with 
the authority of the assembly in appropriating 
an enormous revenue, but the letter of the law 
(whatever may be its spirit) appears to keep in 
countenance such an extraordinary claim, Ac- 
cording to the statements of the friends of the 
executive, the latter will go on expending the 
revenues until March or April next as if there 
were no assembly in existence. If the execu- 
tive desire—as no doubt they do—to meet the 
assembly at its next session with a majority at 
their back, they will need to exercise the ut- 
most prudence and good judgment in their ex- 
penditures.” 


Regina Leader, September 5: ‘‘The present 
executive was in a different position. They had 
no business to think that the business of the 
country would not go on if they had resigned. 
No doubt another executive could have been 
formed, and if a truce had been called lon 
enough for four members to have been selecte 
equally from the hostile forces the situation 
would to-day be vastly better than it is, for the 
business of the session could have been finished 
and a lot of valuable legislation saved, and we 
should have had an executive committe with a 
majority at its back. Certain itis that the 
whole affair is one of the inost unfortunate and 
ridiculous that has happened in the Northwest. 
In the east the feeling in regard to it is one of 
amusement, not to use a more uncomplimentary 
term ; and there is not the slightest doubt that 
the Dominion government will put a sudden 
stop to their gradual concessions to the assem- 
bly’s requests for wider powers, even if they do 
not take back part of what has been already 
granted,” 


Winnipeg Tribune, September 3: ‘*Word 
came yesterday from Regina that although the 
anti-Haultain members of the legislature were 
unable to control the house and did not com- 
mand the confidence of the people’s represeta- 
tives, and emphatically were not in accord with 
pone opinion, yet lieutenant-governor Royal 

ad insisted on retaining them in office and had 
prorogued the house. By this act all the un- 
finished legislation of the session, including the 
school bill, is knocked on the head ; the public 
interest will suffer from the want of needed 
legislation, and the expense of the session, the 
time and work of the members, are all thrown 
away. This is what the faction, with the ap- 
parent assistance of lieutenant-governor Royal, 
who seems to have lent himself to partizan 
work, bas already dong for ihe Northwest ; this 
and the exhibition of hoodoo politics it has 
given, form its achievements so far; and these 
achievements are strictly in harmony with the 
© aracter of the fation. It will be a matter of 
surprise if the people of the Territories do not 
eugeets their indignation at the injury dene to 
public business and the discredit reflected on 
the legislature. Up till recently the Northwest 
assembly was regarded as an admirable body of 
representatives, and this reputation came to it 
ause of the manly action of the majority, led 
by Mr. Haultain, in contending for responsible 
eevern. ent and other great foundation stones 
desirable in the constitution of a new country.”

PRESS OPINIONS ON THE DEFEAT OF 


THE HAULTAIN EXECUTIVE. 

Regina Leader. ‘‘At the same time it must be 
remembered that he was the choice of the coun- 
try for the position of leader of the executive 
and that he was given the unanimous support 
of the Assembly. He and his colleagues had 
got well into harness and the business of the 
country was going on with complete satisfac- 
tion.” 


Medicine Hat Times, Sept. 1.—The events 
which have transpired in the Assembly during 
the past week are not calculated to inspire the 
people of the Northwest with confidence in 
their legisiavors. No sufficient reasons have as 
yet been given by the ps arena for their 
overthrow of the Haultain administration, and 
until such is done the majority can scarcely 
hope to secure the approbation of the elector: 
ate, should they even succeed in forming a gov- 
ernment, which now, owing to the resignation 
of Speaker Ross, seems highly improbable. The 
questions on which Haultain was defeated can 
scarcely be looked upon as important ones if 
we accept the ‘Sascatchewan difficulty,” and 
to the indictment under this head the ex-pre- 
mier gave an it ore which should have 
satisfied unprejudiced men. The combination 
of personal haters, district first men, general 
trouble makers and _ office seekers was too 
strong, and the second executive of the Terri- 
tories fell with the slim majortfy of one against 
it.” 

Moosomin Courier, Sept. 1.—The position of 
affairs in the Assembly is unique. ‘he execu- 
tive committee has been — defeated 
on a vote of thirteen to twelve; 
a new executive has been chosen, and Speaker 
Ross, feeling that his duty is to support the 
policy of the late executive, has resigned, and 
now adds his vote to the minority. It seems 
certain that the new speaker must be chosen 
from the temporarily victorious party, which 
will thus be left in a minority of one, instead of 
a majority, and may at any moment be them- 
selves defeated by the supporters of the late ex- 
ecutive. In this state of afthire, neither party 
being strong enough to carry on the govern- 
ment, the only course seems to be an appeal to 
the people ; and in view of this probability, it 
is important to consider whether or not. suftici- 
ent reason existed for the overthrow of the late 
executive, for it is on this issue that the elec- 
tion, if held, must be fought * * * * The 
poor showing made in their charge by the 
Adullamites is the best indirect evidence of 
the credit due Mr, Haultain in the administra- 
tion of his office, and his able defense indicates 
talents which well qualify him for the import- 
ant position he has been compelled to vacate. 

ame Agee Vidette, Sept. Ist. ‘The oppo- 

nents of responsible government for the Territo- 
ries have, at last, almost succeeded in proving 
to some extent that the progressive party in 
the last legislature were wrong in their de- 
mands for representative government. On 
Wednesday last a vote of non-confidence in 
the executive committee was passed by the 
liouse on a vote of 18 to 12. The vote seems to 
have been on general principles, the only at- 
tempt at justification for it was that the dist- 
rivt of Saskatchewan was not represented in the 
executive during a period of about a couple of 
months. We think, however, that a solution 
would be found, if it were possible to divine the 
secrets of the minds of the ignoble thirteen, in 
the presumption that the late advisory council, 
the separate school supporters, and two or 
three other minor lights who are ambitious to 
shine as members of the executive committee, 
entered into a conspiracy to accomplish their 
various little objects, It was not he ex pect- 
ed that Betts, Brett & Co., would be satistied 
until they had their revenge on Haultain and 
the other supporters of responsible government ; 
nor could it be supposed that the promoters of 
separate schools, under the circumstances, 
would leave any stone unturned to prolong the 
agony of enforced separate schools ; and with 
regard to the gloworms, they would do almost 
anything to secure office. This combination 
have succeeded in creating a sensation, if ther 
have not advanced the interests of the omits ,
